Eggs and Pullets. 


Getting eggs is one thiugand pullets

Among other things, it takes lime, 


protein aud fat-produciug materials to 
produce eggs and keep the hens in 
flesh. It is estimated that a bushel 
of corn will feed 160 hens one day, 
hut it contains only lime and protein 
enough to make 3:J eggs, while it has 
fat-forming elements enough for two 
days' feed for 160 hens. This shows 
the necessity of having a variety of 
feed in which there is more lime and 
protein Is it any wonder hens do 
not lay iu the winter when they are 
fed nothing but corn? 


Don't imagine that the earliest pul- 


lets are the best winter layers. Solo- 
mon says, "There is a time for every- 
thing uudei the sun."

Leghorns 
hatched before 


April molt before December and dou't 
lay winter eggs at all.

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BUILDING FOR GETTYSBURG 


In the Public Building Bill Passed 


by House Last Week. 


On last Friday afternoon word was 


leceived in this town that the omnibus 
public building bill had passed the 
House of Representatives at Washing- 
ton and that the bill carried an ap- 
propriation for a site for a Federal 
building at Gettysburg of $25,000 and 
immediately after the arrival of the 
news the muffled tread of Republican 
leaders were heard as they gathered 
upwards from the COMPILER building 
and their gleeful glee could almost be 
heard when they were closeted out of 
sight. 


The House of Representatives has 


been in an awful stew over this bill 
for months. One half of the House 
yearned to the limit that the human 
can yearn, for a good big omnibus 
public building bill and as much as 
eighty millions was to be devoted to 
fixing up the political fences of many 
cf the Congressmen whose terms were 
expiring. 
But 
Uncle Joe 
Cannon, 


and Watch Dog of the Treasury in 
the House, Congressman Tawney. held 
up their hands in holy horror at eighty 
millions.
